REPORT OF COMMITTEE. 


FLAT RATES TO BE ABOLISHED. 


A heavier telephone tariff is recommended’ in: 


the report of the Departmental Committee on 
Telephone Rates, issued yesterday. The Com- 
mittee state that in the last twelve months the 
ouersivs cost of telephone plant has increased 
from 147 to 176 per cent. above pre-war prices, 
and that during the same period the Post Office 
staff have been granted considerable additions 
to wages, of which £1,750,000 is estimated to 
be chargeabie against the telephone service; 
The chief recommendation is that the flat, or 
unlimited service, rate should be abolished. 
This rate, it is stated, gives an undue prefer- 
ence to the large, as against. the small, user, 
encourages the overloading of lines, and in 
other ways tends to restrict the development of 
the system. The Committee, therefore, re- 
commend that for an exclusive “exchange line 
the annual installations rental sha!) be £8 10s. 
for London and Birmingham, £8 for Glasgow 
and Liverpool and Manchester, with a charge 
of £7 10s. elsewhere. In addition it is recom- 
mended that there shall be a uniform charge 
of lid. for each local call, and for trunk calls, 
in addition to the local fee, 14d. for every five 
miles: up to twenty-five is proposed. The rate 
increases by 3d. and 6d. “stages for ten and 
twenty-five miles until after one hundred, and 
an additional shilling is proposed for each sub- 
sequent fifty miles. _ It is proposed that the 
publie call fee should be 3d. both in London 
and the provinces (an increase of a penny in 
the provinces). This charge, tha Committee 
state, will not in itself be remunerative, but 
it is improbable that any higher charge would 
yield any additional revenue. Any further in- 
crease in the number of pennies required for a 
single call would cause inconvenience to the 
public, as well as operating difficulties. The 
exnense of clearing the boxes would also be 
reduced, and it is estimated that, with a 3d. 
fee, the service could be carried on without 


lose.
